This sale is divided into two sec- 
tions. The show and sale consists of 
animals that are broken to lead. They 
are in moderate flesh. None of the 
cattle in this sale are overdone. All 
bulls must be sold in the show and 
sale. 


The “Off Grass’ female sale starts 
immediately following the sale of the 
last female in the show and sale.
